The X Ray as Pearl Finder. 

An attempt bas recently beep made 
to improve the unscientific methods 
employed at the celebrated pear! fish- 


The divers bring up as many 


grasp during an immersion which can- 


| Qot exceed a minute ip length. Only a 
| few of the oysters contain pearls, but 


all are opened and destroyed in the 
search. The new method consists in 
examining the oysters with the X ray, 
which readily detects the existence of 
pearis within. If the radiographs 
sbow no pearls, the oysters are re- 
turned to the water uninjured. In the 


| process of examination the oysters are 


placed op a rolling frame, whicb car- 


' ries them in succession under the rays. 


It is claimed that this method will re- 


| sult ip preventing the destruction of 


great numbers of oysters which even- 
tually may produce pearis, It is also 
more hygienic than the old process of 
universal destruction, 


Putting Frost to Work. 

An interesting application of the 
freezing system ip shaft sinking was 
recently exhibited at a colliery in Eng- 
land. When the shaft bad been sunk 
a short distance It was found that a 
layer of quicksand eighty feet in depth 
had to be penetrated. To prevent the 
wet sand from flowing into the shaft it 
was frozen solid. A circular row of 
boles, forming a ring over twenty feet 
in diameter, was made round the 
shaft, and by means of metal pipes a 
freezing mixture of brine, or chioride 
of sodium, was caused to circulate in 
them. This had the effect of freezing
